Hollywood Bowls cSth Easter... 


Many hundreds of men, women and 
children join in the neighborly task 
of presenting every spring in Holly- 
wood Bowl, the inspiring and sacred 
Easter Sunrise service. 


This year is the 29th consecutive 
program given in the Bowl and the 
3lst in Hollywood. First of its kind 
was given on a hill top in Whitley 
Heights and the second was on Olive 
Hill at Vermont avenue and Holly- 
wood Boulevard. 


The devoted work of the hundreds 
of volunteers has assured success of 
the Easter Sunrise service each year. 
The Hollywood Bowl Easter Sunrise 


Service is a non-profit community 
corporation headed by President Bur- 
dette Hastings Chapman. 


Early in the year the service corpo- 
ration meets to name the many com- 
mittees which handle the multitude 
of details necessary to the production 
of the program. Fifteen hundred, 
including several hundred young peo- 
ple, have a part in the presentation 
of the service. 


Otto K. Olesen, vice-president of 
the Easter corporation, is General 
Chairman of the service and is re- 
sponsible for the coordination of the

Hollywood Bow! Concerts 


Preparations for the 28th annual 
season of Symphonies under the Stars 
are being made by the Hollywood 
Bowl Association under the supervi- 
sion of General Manager Karl Weck- 
er. The 1949 series of starlit concerts 
will begin Tuesday night, July 12. 

Inquiries received at the executive 
offices of the Bowl in Pepper Tree 
Lane indicate an unusual pre-season 


interest in the summer musical 


events. 

Hollywood Bowl, the world’s larg- 
est natural amphitheatre, is the best 
known center of summer music en- 
tertainment in the United States—or 
any other country for that matter. It 
has presented 870 concerts in this 
enchanting hillside retreat and has 
brought to the concertgoers the fore- 
most conductors, vocal and instru- 
mental artists. 

Eugene Ormandy, music director 
of the Philadelphia Orchestra, will 
return for his second season as music 
director of the Hollywood Bowl Or- 
chestra. At the conclusion of his

Philadelphia season he and his famed 
orchestra will leave for an extended 
tour of England. When he returns he 
will come directly to Hollywood to 
perfect plans for the season in the 
Bowl. 

The Hollywood Bowl Orchestra of 
100 musicians includes virtually the 
entire Los Angeles Philharmonic Or- 
chestra, which this year completes its 
thirtieth season. 

Dr. Wecker said plans are shaping 
up well for the coming season and 
the customary pattern of symphony 
concerts and distinguished soloists for 
Tuesday and Thursday nights and 
popular programs for Saturday 
nights will be followed. 

The General Manager emphasized 
the fact that the Hollywood Bowl is 
operated on a democratic basis so 
that every form of musical entertain- 
ment may be enjoyed. Thus, the lov- 
er of the classics in symphonic fare 
may hear his favorite works per- 
formed by outstanding concert ar-

tists but those who enjoy the lighter 
forms of musical expression are not 
neglected. The Saturday nights are 
devoted to this large group. 


Largest attendance recorded in 
Hollywood Bowl is for the more pop- 
ular type program offered Saturday 
nights. Indeed, the Saturday nights 
generally pay for themselves and ab- 
sorb the cost of presenting the more 
serious music given Tuesday and 


Thursday nights. 


Since the Hollywood Bowl does not 
enjoy the benefits of a subsidy of 
any sort, the Hollywood Bowl Associ- 
ation deems itself entirely justified 
in promoting a type of Saturday 
night entertainment program that 


will help defray the expenses of other 
less widely popular nights. 


The Bowl Association which oper- 
ates the Bowl on 99-year lease from 
the County of Los Angeles (owner of 
the 69 acres of Bowl property) main- 
tains the Bowl on a year around basis. 
Its revenues come from sale of tick- 
ets to the 8-week summer season and 
from leases to various organizations 
for miscellaneous events.

The Pilgrimage Play 


Unique in presentation and setting 
is the Pilgrimage Play, life of Jesus 
Christ which will be given in its 22nd 
season starting early in July. 


The play is produced by the Hol- 
lywood Bowl Theatre Association, an 
affiliate of the Hollywood Bowl As- 
sociation. It is a beautifully conceived 
production which offers an unusual 
experience in the theatre. 


Although the Pilgrimage Play 
Bowl is less well known than its 
larger brother, the Hollywood Bowl, 
it is no less important. Both am- 
phitheatres are owned by the County 
of Los Angeles, subject to 99-year 
lease to the non-profit, civic Holly- 
wood Bowl Association. 


The Pilgrimage Play Bowl is a few

hundred yards from the Hollywood 
Bowl. It is the home of the Pilgrim- 
age Play, a reverent and dramatic 
transcription of the life of Jesus, 
which has been seen by more than 
one million persons in the past 21 
seasons. Nelson Leigh plays the role 
of Jesus. 


The play calls for a cast of 100 
with more than a score of speaking 
parts. The terrain of the outdoor 
theatre is similar to the hills of Judea 
where Jesus lived and taught. This 
play is the only one given in a setting 
of this kind and carries the story of 
Jesus from the manger to the ascen- 
sion. It is based strictly on the four 
Gospels and all the words spoken 
by the character of Jesus are tran- 
scribed without alteration.

Weeks of preparation before Easter 
and virtually all night work before 
the dawn of Easter are required to 
put the huge program into shape. 
Youth finds a welcome outlet for 
its energies by participation in the 
Hollywood Bowl Easter Sunrise Ser- 
vice. Students from Hollywood High 
School handle the ushering tasks. . 


Two hundred children of teen age 
sing in the “living cross” chorus. Hu- 
vo Kirchhofer originated the idea of 
the children’s chorus formed in the 
shape of a cross and has directed the 
chorus every year since the first ser- 
vice in Hollywood. 


As many as 75,000 calla lilies have 
been gathered for Hollywood Bowl 
Easter Sunrise services. Garden clubs 
and scores of individuals join in the 
job of collecting lilies from all over 
Los Angeles County. Maude Louise 
Hamlin, is chairman of the Lily Com- 
mittee. 


This year an important feature was 
added. The story of Jesus of Nazareth 
was given in narrative and with two 
scenes from the Pilgrimage Play. 
This story lead directly into the reg- 
ular Easter program. 


By the magic of radio, the services 
are heard by at least one hundred 
million persons in all parts of the 
world. For the third successive year 
the American Broadcasting Company 
(local outlet KECA) is broadcasting.

Now in its 32d year, the Sing is 
housed in Pilgrim Hall, 7065 Holly- 
wood Boulevard, with an entrance on 
Sycamore Avenue. Every Tuesday 
night at 7:45, the director of the Sing, 
Hugo Kirchhofer, and its accompa- 
nist Inez Jacobson, conduct an hour 
of singing. 

The eager audience joins in happy 
accord to make the welkin ring with 
the songs beloved by all. Following 
the community singing is a period 
known as the Artists’ Hour, presented 
by the president of the Sing. 

Mrs. John R. Hunt, well known 
concert pianist, is president of the 
Sing. Mrs. Cecil Frankel is Founder-

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Olive Hill Foundation 


In the Spring of 1920, the second 
Hollywood Easter Sunrise service was 
held on Olive Hill at Hollywood 
Boulevard arid Vermont Avenue. It 
was held at this site because the ini- 
tial service in Whitley Heights 
proved so successful larger space was 
needed to accommodate the heavily 
increased attendance. 

It is significant that this site so 
early devoted to public service now is 
dedicated to a broader benefit to 
many persons. Through the generous 
philanthropic spirit of Mrs. Forrest 
Murray, Olive Hill Foundation was 
created for the purpose of “serving 
those who serve.” 

The Foundation was established as 
a memorial to Mrs. Murray’s son 
James Clune, Jr., who sacrificed his 
life for his country during World 
War II. On the dedication plaque 
posted on the main structure of Olive 
Hill it is pointed out that the memo- 
rial to the Clune youth reveres the 
memory of all those who gave their 
lives in the World War. 

Since the Foundation was set up 
the building designed by Frank Lloyd 
Wright was restored and the interior 
elaborately furnished and decorated. 
From the outset, the foundation op- 
ened its doors to countless community 


service groups. 

Initial meeting of the Hollywood 
Bowl Easter Sunrise Service for 1949 
was held at the Foundation and 
speakers recalled the Easter Service 
of 1920 on the very spot where the 
meeting of this year was conducted. 

The 1920 Easter Service on the hill 
was an inspiring event. The Los An- 
geles Philharmonic Orchestra, in its 
first season made its outdoor appear- 
ance as a feature of the service. The 
late Walter Henry Rothwell con- 
ducted the orchestra in numbers ap- 
propriate to the occasion. It was a 
history making event for the next 
spring the orchestra played in Hol- 
lywood Bowl for the first Hollywood 
Bowl Easter Service and ths gave im- 
petus to the start of Symphoniees un- 
der the Stars. 

It is entirely fitting, then, that Mrs. 
Murray selected Olive Hill as a site 
where community service groups may 
meet. Here plans of farreaching pub- 
lic good will be discussed and 
launched. 

The Hollywood Bowl Easter Sun- 
rise Service desires through these 
pages to pay sincere tribute to Mrs. 
Murray whose public spirit conceived 
the idea of setting up this unique and 
praiseworthy Foundation.
